ance wins for us respectful attention 
in the councils of nations.

SHORTAGES OF SOME FOODS and other items have caused incon¬ 
venience to the people here during the war years. Since the war has ended 
many of these shortages have continued, and in some cases it has grown 
more difficult to purchase certain items which we are accustomed to have 
in abundance. Such inconvenience has given rise to understandable annoy¬ 
ance and irritation, but some excerpts from an article dealing with the 
problems of a British housewife, and published recently by the British 
Ministry of Information, should make us feel that we in Canada, have 
little cause for complaint. The article says in part: "The people of 
Britain have by this time accepted the fact that for the next few months 
at least the food situation is likely to be worse, not bettor, than it was 
before the end of the war."

Beef Production 


Instituted In 1941 For Those 
Invalided Out Of Forces 

Britain does not provide a dis¬ 
charge button to be worn by all 
former members of her Armed 
Forces. One of the reasons, advo¬ 
cated by Winston Churchill, is that 
very many civilians served equally 
with these in uniform. The King’s 
badge was instituted in 1941 for 
those invalided out of the Armed 
Forces, the Merchant Navy and Fish¬ 
ing Fleets through wounds or dis¬ 
ablement due to service in the Second 
World War. In 1944 the privilege of 
wearing the King’s badge was ex¬ 
tended to members of the Heme 
Guard, Police,* and Civil Defence ser¬ 
vices who were discharged because of 
injury due to war service. 


Continuing, the article tells of the shortage of 
fats and meat in Britain. "It must be admitted," 
it states, "that it was a distinct shock last May 
when the weekly four ounces of bacon was 
slashed to three ounces, and the two ounces of cooking fat with which the 
housewife was struggling was cut in half. Thankfully we heard that the 
weekly eight ounces of sugar (per person) would stay where it was, that 
our monthly one pound of preserves would remain and our weekly Is. 2d. 
worth of meat (including 2d. of canned meat) would still be available, with 
the usual weekly four ounces of margarine and two ounces of butter. More, 
we were positively grateful fer the rise of one-half ounce per week in the 
tea ration, bringing it up to two and one-half ounces each. (No one out¬ 
side Britain can realize what a stepper-up of morale a nice hot cup of tea 
has been for six years to its people.). 


Export Demand Provides A Good 
Market For 1946 

The Dominion-Provincial Confer¬ 
ence recommended that farmers 
maintain beef production in 1946 at 
the 1945 level. At the same time, 
states the Current Review of Agri¬ 
cultural Conditions in Canada, farm¬ 
ers were advised to reduce the num¬ 
ber of cattle, both beef and dairy 
types, to a level which may be main¬ 
tained profitably in a peace-time 
economy. The general quality and 
efficiency of herds may be improved 
by liquidating stocks of inferior 
quality. Contracts with the United 
Kingdom, France, Belgium, Holland, 
and UNRRA for frozen beef and 
canned meat remain in effect for 
1946. This export demand, together 
with a strong domestic demand, says 
the Review, provides a good market 
for the period of transition.

appraise these risk#-with care. This 
policy is not only of benefit to cus¬ 
tomers in assisting with the expan¬ 
sion and improvement of their opera¬ 
tions, but, in addition, is an import¬ 
ant factor in the over-all picture of 
employment and rehabilitation. Many 
loans of this character have been 
made at branches across Canada. 
Other lending activities might be 
mentioned: Fort example, during the 
year the needs of the personal or 
casual borrower have been met to the 
extent that in round figures, 127,000 
individual loans of $500 and under 
have been made.

INQUESTS ASKED IN 

DIPHTHERIA DEATHS 

Recent statement of Maj.-Gen. 
Brock Chisholm, Deputy Minister of 
National Health, that any danger 
from diphtheria is “from ignorance 
and superstition which prevents par¬ 
ents from giving children the protec- j 
lion of toxoid treatment,” has drawn 
“rapport from prominent officials of 
tho Hoalth League of Uanada. 

Dr. Nelles Silverthorno, chairman 
of the League's National Immuniza¬ 
tion Committee, said the truth of 
Gen. Chisholm’s statement was borne 
out by the fact that of the seven 
children who died during the current 
diphtheria outbreak in Ottawa, not 
one had been immunized. 

“This tragic evidence alone proves 
the value of toxoid,” Dr. Silverthorne 
said. “It is beyond comprehension 
why parents neglect to have their 
children given harmless toxoid pro-1 
tection when such protection is so 
easily obtainable in Canada today. 

“It’s too bad that it takes an epi¬ 
demic to make people realize the 
truth,” he said in commenting on the 
fact that attendance at Ottawa’s 
clinics for toxoid injections has in¬ 
creased more than 300 per cent, since 
the outbreak’s start. 

Dr. Gordon Bates, General Direc¬ 
tor of the League, said he agrees 
with Gen. Chisholm that vigorous 
action is necessary. 

“I trust that the “Health Week”— 
February 3rd to 9th—will do much to 
draw to the attention of all Cana¬ 
dians the fact that much disease is 
needless—preventable. For instance, 
universal use of toxoid will wipe out 
diphtheria. National Immunization 
Week last fall called attention to the 
known facts, but still there are 
thousands of parents who have been 
too indifferent to act. 

“If parents, knowing the facts, are 
still too indifferent and careless to 
protect their children by having them 
toxoided, the time may come when 
such parents may be held responsible. 

“I suggest a coroner's inquest in 
the case of diphtheria deaths might 
serve to awaken the public con¬ 
science.” 

Dr. Bates remarked that Health 
Minister Jose R. Andreu of Cuba re¬ 
cently ordered that protection against 
diphtheria for all children under 
eight years of age be made compul¬ 
sory. 

“Apparently that is what we need 
in this country,” he said.

Soviet Assistant Military Attache 
(loin* On Expedition To Arctic 

OTTAWA.—Lt.-Col. P. Donashev, 
assistant military attache at the 
Soviet embassy in Ottawa has ac¬ 
cepted the invitation of the national 
defence department to tnke part in 
"operation Muskox”, the Canadian 
army's expedition to the Arctic, from 
Port Churchill. Man., on Feb. 14. it 
was disclosed here. 

This was made known officially by 
the office of the Soviet military 
attache in Ottawa. Cel. N. Zabotin. 
military attache, was also invited, it 
was stated, but will not attend. Lt.- 
Col. Donashev will be accompanied 
by a secretary. 

While the department declined to 
furnish any information as to invita¬ 
tions issued for the opening of the 
Muskox expedition, it was understood 
that the military attaches of all 
foreign diplomatic missions in Can¬ 
ada had been invited and that sev¬ 
eral have accepted. 


TOKYO.—Japan began, as early as 
1933, experimenting on wind-borne, 
bomb-carrying balloons to attack 
North America, Allied headquarters 
announced. 

The Japanese planned, originally to 
release the balloons from submarines 
off the west coast of the North 
American mainland, headquarters 
added, but by the time they became 
practical Japan lacked sufficient sea- 
power to penetrate deep into the 
eastern Pacific. So homeland launch¬ 
ing sites were used. 

Headquarters, in a review of addi¬ 
tional information about the balloons, 
many of which landed in Canada and 
the United States, said - the record 
flight was made in January, 1945 - 
across the ocean in 1.38 days. It 
was recorded in Tokyo by radio sig¬ 
nalling equipment carried by the bnl- 
loon. 

The slowest trip required 3.09 days 
and was made in November, 1944. 
Atmospheric conditions caused the 
time differences. 


WASHINGTON. - The United 
States' reserve supply of wheat may 
be reduced this year to the lowest 
level since 1938 due to n heavjr ex¬ 
port demand, the agriculture depart¬ 
ment said in a report that world 
needs for the bread grain consider¬ 
ably exceed available supply in prin¬ 
cipal exporting countries. 

The department said American re¬ 
serves may be reduced below 200,- 
000.000 bushels by July 1, the begin¬ 
ning of the marketing season for the 
1946 wheat 


LONDON.- Herbert Morrison, gov¬ 
ernment leader in the House of Com¬ 
mons and lord president of the coun¬ 
cil, in his return from a visit to Can¬ 
ada and the United States, expressed 
gratification at being able "to say 
with truth that in spirit, in outlook 
and in aim there is no difference be¬ 
tween the peoples of these three 
nations.” 

"There are differences in outlook 
between Britain, Canada and the 
United States on a number of ques¬ 
tions of internal policy, but in their 
aim, their spirit and their purpose 
there is a fundamental unity between 
the three great countries," Mr. Mor¬ 
rison continued. 

The cabinet minister arrived by 
air at Northolt, Middlesex, airfield 
after making his first trans-Atlantic 
flight from Baltimore to Rineanna, 
Eire. 

Of Canada he said: "Canada plays 
an exceedingly valuable part in in¬ 
terpreting the British to the Ameri¬ 
cans and the Americans to the Bri¬ 
tish. 

"My impression of Canada is that 
she has developed greatly during the 
war period. She made a great war 
effort both in men and economically, 
and she emerged from the war 
greater in every way. I am certain 
that Canada with her vigor, her 
freshness of outlook and her geo¬ 
graphical setting, is destined to take 
a great and growing share in world 
affairs. 

"It was good to find healthy and 
gcod-tempered disagreement about 
how in our countries we are going 
1 to organize our affairs, good that w r e 
can learn from each other, good to 
enjey our argument about how to 
get there without the slightest doubt 
that we both want to get to the same 
place. 

"I have derived real benefit from 
conversations with business men of 
all shades of opinion, political leaders 
of all parties, and leaders of indus¬ 
try on both sides of the Dominion. 
We in Britain have much to learn 
from Canada. The friendship and 
understanding between our two na- 
i tions goes deep and is a promise of 
cur full co-operation in the difficult 
years immediately ahead."

The department said that if export 
requirements are met, it would be 
necessary to draw' heavily upon in¬ 
land stocks. 

To meet export demands it also 
will be necessary, the department 
said, to use more freight cars and 
locomotives and also to have a mini¬ 
mum of loss of time from labor and 
other difficulties. 

Prospects now point to another 
bumper crop this year. But supplies 
are not likely to be sufficiently large, 
the department indicated, to permit 
exports of more than 200.000,000 
bushels between July 1, 1946, and the 
same date in 1947. Export demands 
frem the 1946 crop, however, are ex¬ 
pected to be smaller. Europe, now 
in the market for immense* quan¬ 
tities. is expected to increase its pro¬ 
duction this year and to be in the 
market for a smaller volume of im¬ 
ports.

They added, however, that there 
is no chance of reaching final agree¬ 
ment by the Feb. 2 deadline on the 
amount of reparations to be taken 
from the three zones. The Potsdam 
Big Three communique had fixed that 
date. 

Hopes now are that the agreement 
may be reached anywhere from a 
month to two months from then, the 
officials said. 

Revelation that the Big Four would 
not be able to meet the Feb. 2 dead¬ 
line came after the state department 
had made public the text of the 
Agreement reached Dec. 21 at a Paris 
reparations conference attended by 
18 powers. 

Major prints in the Paris agree¬ 
ment w’ere announced at the close of 
the conference. These included: 

1. A decision on the percentage 
shares of reparations which each of 
the 18 countries will get from west¬ 
ern Germany. 

2. Establishment of an inter- 
Allied reparation agency with head¬ 
quarters in Brussels to allocate 
reparations materials among the 
member governments. 

3. Agreement to pool all gold

TRACTOR TRAINS 


BARGES FOR NORTH 


Will B«* Used To Carry Pitchblende 
From Eldorado Mines 

MONTREAL.—Start cn construc¬ 
tion of six special steel barges for 
the Hudson’s Bay company, to be 
used in Canadas northland where 
rail transport is unavailable, is to be 
made immediately in a Trenton, 
Ont., shipyard (Central Bridge com¬ 
pany), it was made known here. 

The barges will be utilized to haul 
pitchblende from the wcrld famed 
Eldorado mines. Pitchblende is the 
source of uranium, important ele¬ 
ment in atomic energy. 

The barges designed by a Mont¬ 
real naval architectural firm are 
planned to draw only three feet of 
water. When completed they will be 
moved north in feur sections, yurt- 
aged over several miles of un- 
navigable territory and assembled by 
electric welding on Great Bear Lake.

NEW FOODSTUFF 


Produces Artificial .Meat From 
Wood Shavings 

VIENNA.-The newspaper Neues 
Otsterreich said that Dr. Friedrich 
Berbius, noted organic chemist and 
1931 Nobel prize winner, has de¬ 
veloped a method of producing arti¬ 
ficial meat from wood ^havings. 

The newspaper said steps already 
have been taken to finance manu¬ 
facture of the new product. 

The new foodstuff, made in the 
form of an oatmeal suitable for 
soups and gravies, has the same 
caloric value as meat, and the same 
fat and albumen content, the article 


Mcunties here. However, prosecution 
for failure to register is the respon¬ 
sibility of the attorney-general in 
each of the provinces.

The Chinese Com¬ 
munists have accepted in principle a 
Nationalist program for reorganiza¬ 
tion of the government under the 
leadership of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and the Kuoniintang, the 
Central news agency suid. 

The main features of the program 
were that the Kucmintang would re¬ 
tain its status as China’s leading 
political party, with Chiang as presi¬ 
dent occupying a position about mid¬ 
way between that of the United 
States president and the British king. 

The Kuomintang would be em¬ 
powered to appoint an interim gov¬ 
ernment pending a national election, 
but all minority parties would share 
in the policy-making powers of the 
new state council.

LONDON. — A plan that United 
States forces assigned to the United 
Nations "world police force" be scat¬ 
tered geographically has been brought 
to London by American representa¬ 
tives, informed sources said.
